Another heavy Charge againft Mr. D’ Anvers is, that 
He hath fpoke difrefpettiul!y of Kings in general, and 
particularly of their /ate acd prejent Maejeflies, by af- 
ferting that Kinzs are the Servants of the People, avd 
that the prefent, royal Family inberit the Cr.won by no 
other Tenure, than the Confent and Authority of the Peo- 
ple afembled in Pa-liament.—Let us fee therefore whe- 
ther Cato hath not advanced the fame Doétrines, even 
ia much ftronger ‘Terms.—Concerning Kings, in genera!, 
He {peaks thus.

Mr. D’ divers hath been accufed of a Kind of Trea- 
Jn, for only glancing, now and then, at fome Speeches 
from the Tércnes out where hath He taken the fame Li 
bertice with them, which Cats hath taken (and, indeed,, 
I think very juflly) with his /ate Majefy’s Speech, at the 
Begiuning of the Seffion, inthe Year 1721; and with 
the Order of Couneil, in the faine Year, againit the He/l- 
Fire Clihs #— See Vol. Lp. 36—224. 

I could likewife produce feveral Paflages out of Cato’s 
Letters, in which He hath fpoken of foreign Darninions 
in the fame Manner with my je/f, and argued againft 
making the Intereft of Great Britain fubiervient to 
Chem ;-—but my Paper is already extended to a great 
feegth, and it would be endlefs to exhauit this Sub- 
ect. 

I have already fhewn, and I think undeniably, that 
Cato’s Letters are liable to the fame Objections with 
the Writings of the Craft/maz in every material Article ; 
unlefs it is expe€ted that we fhould likewife produce Au- 
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thorities owt of thefe Letters to jultily what we have 


faid concerning the Treaties of Muzzzer, Seville, &e. 
the He fan Troops, the Wolfenbutile Subfidies, the Irif> 
Recruits, the late Depredations on eur Merchants in the 
Weft indies, the violated Honour of the British Flag, 
the Reparation of Dunkirk, the new Works of the Spa- 
niards about Gibraltar, the pragmatick Sanéion, the En- 
gagements and Operations in Favour of .Ds#Carios, and 
teveral other Topicks of political Debate, which did not 
exift whilft Cato was writing: 

Having, | fay, undeniably fhewn the Costcurrence of 
Cato and Me, in every Point, in which ix can be fup- 
pofed we fhould concur, J will add one more Paflage, in 
which our joint Complaints are recapitulated and {:mni'd 
up-in the following Words, which I have formerly que- 
ted, addrefied to the Fraabulders of Great Britain. 

** Let us not therefore, my Countrymen, cefert or de- 
‘* ceive our felves, or think We can be fafe, if ever acd 
* Men (viz. Penfioners, Placemen and Dependents) can 
‘- get into Power.. Let us not again be deluded with 
‘© falle Promifes and deceitful Affurances; but let us 
‘* judge what Men will do by what they bape done. 
«* What warm and plaufible Remonffrances have you 
“ formerly heard and received? What impetuous Storms 
‘© and Hurricanes of falfe and counterfeit Zeal againit 

Oppreffions and M:fcarriages in the late Reigns ; again 
“* exorbitant Penfions, oxtragious Taxes, wild and ex- 
penfize Expeditions; againit increafing the publick 
' Debts 5 againtt fanding Troops, quarter’d up and down 
* your Countriés ; againit oppre/ive Companies, to the 
‘*« Deftraétion of your Trade and Indufiry ; agin Prt- 

vaTE Mens raifing immenfe Eftates upon your Ruin; 
and againft their driding and corrupting she Guardians 
of the publick Liberty ? And are you, at laf, 
perfeétly eafy in every One of thoje Complaints ?

I don’t know whether all thefe Quotations will yet con- 
vince Ostorne and Wa//ingham of their mondrous [ndifere- 
tion, in urging thefe Writings agaiaft Me; though the Fyp- 
De For and the Fiying-Poff (whe are infinitely better Wri- 
ters than The;) have already done me Jeftice in this Point, 
by putting Caso and the Craft/man on the fame Foor; 
C mean, as facPious Incen-iaries. Nay, the Latter hath 
even given us larce Extras from a Pamphlet, pub!ithed 
agiuint Cete’s Letters at, the Time, when They came out 
in fing’e Papers; by which it appears that the very fime 
Obj-étions were aétually made againft Him and bis Patrim 
which are now made againft Me and the Gentleman, 

hom They do me the Honour to call my Patron. But 
Osborne and Walfingbam are {ach incorrigible Blunderers, 
and always perlift fo fleadily in their Blunders, when 
They are the moft fuily deteéted, that I defpair of draw- 
ing any Acknowledgements of Conviction from Them. 
Let Them therefor@blunder on apd, with fhamelefs Ob- 
ftinaey, triumph in their Blunders —It can hurt nobody 
but Themfelves. 

Indecd, the only Difference between the Authors of 
Cato’s Lettersand the Writers of the Craft/man is, that 
We have not yet gone fo far in many Points as They have 
done ; efpeciaily in our Refieétions upon Men in Poser 3

for though We have often call'd very loudly for national 
Juftice and Vengeance on wicked Minifiers, the Plun- 
derers and Oppreffars of their Country ; yet, { think, We 


Halters and Axes, Giddetsand Scaffolds ; much lefs have 
We brought the Perion of Zack Ketch upon the Stage, 
pleading his butcherly Right tothe Necks and Heads of 
GREAT Orvenvers, and complaining of Injuftice for 
Want of Bufinefs —Had We ever taken fuch Liberties, 
whata Parcel of b/oody-minded Fellows fhould We have 
been called ? Why, the famous Vow of Deffruction, 
ind even the /olemn League and Covenant itfelf are not 
half fo bad! 

I could go farther; a great deal farther But I for- 
bear; and heartily with that I had not been obliged to 
go fo far; but if any invidious Conftru@ions fhould be 
put upon the Paffages, which I have quoted, let tha/e 
Perfons aniwer for it, who either tarough Fo//y, or Trea- 
chery, or both, have brought this Difpute upor the Car- 
pet, and laid me under an Obligation of trying my own 
Conduét by the 77 ¢fore, which they have produced. 

I lial add but one Thing more. If the Writings of 
the Craft/man are, in fome Refpetts, more perfanal than 
Cato’s Letters, it mult be imputed to thote serfomal Re- 
fleAions, which made a Reply of the fame Nature necet- 
fary to Self Vindication. — Belides, it ought to be confi- 
der'd that Cvto’s Letters appear the /c/s perfonal now by 
the very Diitance of Time, and to its being forgot, by: 
the Generality of People, on what Occofions they weie 
written, and to what parti:u/ar Points they alluded. 

I ask Pardon of my Readers for detaining them fo 
long ; but I chofe to do it, at prefent, that I might have 
no Occ:fion to trouble them any more on this Subject. 
The Point now lies before the Pud/ich, to wirom We 
have both appeal’d, and by whom it mutt be decided. d 
defire nothing more than to fland, or fall, upan the Ifue 
of it; for if the meane/ of the Peotie, even the very 
Mod Themfe'ves, can be impofed upon in a Pogat of this 
Nature, they muft really Le as void of common Under. 
ftanding as their Adverfaries have reprefented them, and 
all Kimel of Reafoning would be utterly thrown away 
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have never made Ufe of fuch fanguinary Expreflionsas . 
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
